Don't "'lest the safety" by polling the trigger while the safety is on. 

Be sure of your target and backstop before you shoot. Ask yourself wnat ymjr bullet will hit If it 
misses trie target- 
Be sere ihe barrel is dear ot obstruction before starting 

Guns and alcoriul Of drugs dont mix. Don't take them before or during shooting activities, 

Never pull a gun towards you by the muzzle. Don't ciimb a tree 01 cross- a fence or ditch with a 
loaded gun. 

Load and unload with trie muale pointed in a sals direction. 

If a gun fails 10 tire when trigger is pulled, keep it pointed at target for at least SO seconds. Some- 
lines slow primer ignition will cause a "hang fire" and the cartridge will go off after a short pause. 

Ngvar shoot al hard flat surfaces or water... bullets will ricochet 

When receiving a gun always open the action and check that it's unloaded. 

Never put your hand over the muzzle ot a gun.
